This remarkable woman, whose 
maiden name was Estes, was born in 
Lynn, Mass., February 9th, 1819. com- 
ing from a good old Quaker family. 
For some years she taught school, and 
became known as a woman of an alert 
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In 1843 she married Isaac Pinkham, 
a builder and real estate operator, and 
their early married life was marked bv 
prosperity and happiness. They had 
lour children, three sons and " 
daughter. 

1 In those good old fashioned days It 
was common for mothers to make 
their own home medicines frein roots 
And herbs, nature's own remedies — 
calling in a physician only in specially 
urgent cases. By tradition and ex- 
perience many of them gained a won- 
derful knowledge of the curative prop- 
erties of the various roots and herbs. 

Mrs. Pinkham took a great interest 
in the study of roots and herbs, their 
characteristics and power over disease.

The 
proclamation was published In the Of- 
ficial Gazette and thousands of print- 
ad copies of the document were dis- 
tributed In Havana and elsewhere. 

The terms of the proclamation 
caused general satisfaction, especially 
on account of the moderate terms In 
which it Is phrased. Its statement 
that the provisional government ot* 
Cuba is undertaken only on account 
of the necessities of the sltuntlnn and 
Its promise that the provisional gov- 
ernment will he maintained purely for 
the purpose of restoring peace, order 
and public confidence until a perman- 
ent government Is established, are re- 
ceived with satisfaction. 

Brigadier General Funston confer- 
red with Mr. Taft regarding the loca- 
tion of the camps for the first divi- 
sion of the American troops to be 
landed here. The sites have not yet 
been selected. Funston will command 
all the troops In Cuba. 

General Jose Miguel Gom< z and 
other conspiracy prisoners were re- 
leased from custody In order, that, as 
members of a committee repr. SMltilil 
the Insurgents they may sign an 
agreement with Governor Tuft that 
the rebels will lay down their arms 
immediately. 

A commission headed by OtMral 
Funston will be appointed to superin- 
tend the actual laying down of arms 
on the part of the rebels. This com- 
mission will visit all the rebel camps 
throughout the Island and will be 
composed of Americans only In order 
to avoid creating any bad feeling or 
complications. 

The commission will also disarm 
the volunteer forces of the govern- 
ment, leaving the Cuban forces as 
they existed prior to the rebellion. 
The commission will be accompanied 
by a disbursing officer, who will pay 
the expenses of the return home of 
the rebels and thus avoid any dissat- 
isfaction. The only disquieting re- 
port received at the American lega- 
tion today was a dispatch from Man- 
xanlllo, province of Santiago, saying 
that the moderates there threaten to 
take to the woods. 



Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 2.— While 20

miles east of here, the acetyllne gas 
tank exploded, killing William Toon, 
a rural mail carrier.

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number of pensioners on the roll dur- 
ing the year was 1,033,415. The num- 
ber of pensioners dropped from the 
roll during the year was 47,444, leav- 
ing the number of pensioners June 30. 
1906. at 985.971. 

Since the beginning of the civil war 
there have been granted by special 
acts of congress 17,215 pensions and 
Increase of pensions, of which 10.417 
are on the rolls with an anuual value 
of $2937.620. During the last session 
of congress 3,507 such special acts 
were passed. 

Pennsylvania has the largest num- 
ber of pensioners, 98,829; Ohio follows 
with 98.564; New York. 89.240. 

More than 3.000 pensions are paid 
to persons residing abroad. Of these 
3,567 are In Canada, 608 In Germany 
and 495 in Ireland, the others being 
scattered. 

The report shows that in the entire 
history of the country the total ex- 
penditure on account of pensions has 
been $3,459,860,311, of which only $96.- 
445,444 was paid out prior to the be- 
ginning of the civil war. Of the total 
$3,259,195,306 was on account of the 
civil war. The total payment of pen- 
tlons on account of the Spanish war 
reaches $15,438,555 to date.

FISCAL COURT 
PROCEEDINGS 



The court was in session four days, 
and all the magistrates were in attend- 
ance 

Dr. F. M Smith was allowed S434.00 
for his services in connection with the 
small-pox epidemic at Cloverport. 

The court directed the county clerk to 
furnish each year to the Fiscal court 
its April term a complete list of all 
lowances made by the County Judge 
the county court for the year preceding 
that term. 

The action of the road committee of 
the Fiscal court in correcting the bid of 
B F. Beard & Co., in the matter of the 
purchase of road toois and supplies for 
the county road, was approved and con- 
firmed. 

The claim of Jno. W. O'Brien, amount- 
ing to $65. 50, for supplies, etc., fur- 
nished smallpox patients, was rejected. 

The claims of C. G. Brabrant and 
Elizabeth Frymire. amounting to #42 
and *52. respectively, for nursing small- 
pox patients, were rejected by the court. 

The following order with reference to 
epidemics was adopted: "It is ordered 
by the court that hereafter no purchase 
of provisions or supplies for smallpox 
patients, or for patients of any other 
epidemic, even though the same is or- 
dered by the County Health Officer, 
shall be paid or even considered, unless 
the purchase of said provisions and sup- 
ies is approved by the Pauper Corn- 
Bond No. 52 of the R. R. taxed dis- 
trict, having been paid, the same was 
burned in the presence of the court. 
This leaves $49.000. 00 yet to be paid 
by the district. 

The salary of Joel H. Pile, as Super- 
intendent of Common Schools, amount- 
ing to #884 78, was allowed. 

The court decided to let the McGee. 
Ford bridge across Rough river remain 
at its present location. It was ordered 
repaired and the court recommended that 
road to it be opened on the Breck- 
enridge side. 

The court refused to take any action 
toward establishing a bridge across 
Rough river at Hornback's mill, holding 
that the benefits to be derived by the 
people from the erection of the proposed 

expenditure of the amount of money 
necessary to erect the same. 
The court did an excellent thing, when 
ordered the water closet removed from 
the court house yard, immediately after 
close of the October term 1906, of 
the circuit court. 

he court appointed Morris M. Beard 
ts commissioner and authorized him 
to borrow, at a rate of interest not ex- 
;eeding 4 per cent., a sum of money suf- 
ficient to retire the outstanding indebt- 
edness of the county, created prior to 
Jan. 1,1906. The amount outstanding, 
according to the report of Mr. Beard is 
#1.469.22. this Jbeing the floating in- 
debetness of the county. 

The R. R. tax levy was laid at 30c on 
each hundred dollars worth of taxable 
property within the taxed district. 

M. H. Beard was appointed as the 
commissioner of the court to make set- 
tlements with the sheriff for taxes for 
year 1906. 

The proceedings of the court were 
ordered published in the Democrat and 
News, at the price fixed by law for pub- 

The following order was entered with 
reference to the proposed bridge at 
Eveleigh's mill: It is considered by the 
court from the evidence and the report of 
its commissioners, that it is adviseable 
to erect a bridge across Rough river at 
Eveleigh'e mill, and F. K. Rhodes is ap- 
pointed as a commissioner of this court 
to notify the Fiscal court of Grayson 
county. Kentucky, of the action of this 
court, and to request it to appoint a like 
commissioner for this purpose. When 
the commissioner of the Grayson county 
Fiscal court shall have been appoinied, 
the said F. K. Rhodes shall meet with 
lissioner of Grayson county, at 
the place proposed for the erection of said 
bridge, and a«ree with him on a plan for 
the same and contract for the erection 
thereof, and the said commissioner will 
report his acts herein at the next April 
term of this court. It is futher ordered 
by the court that the land owners in this 
county shall give the right of way for a 
road to the said bridge site, before this 
order shall become effective. 

All claims allowed at this term of the 
court were ordered to be paid out of the 
y for 1906.
